The m alaria w as highly 
produetivp of disease, :x d the Chieka- 
ham iny fever w as <. ; ;. .vd by all the 
troops who had a rc collection of its 
ravage s w hen they cam paigned in that 
section of the country two years before. 
The operations had been so active that 
precautions against sickness had neces­ 
sarily been m uch neglected, and the 
general was anxious, w hile giving the 
men some rest, to improve the sanitary 
conditions. 
By d in t of extraordinary 
exertions tho cam ps were well policed 
and large quantities of fresh vegetables 
were brought forw ard and distributed. 
C attle were received in m uch bette» 
condition than those which had made 
km g m arches and had furnished beef 
w hish was far from being wholesome. 
Grantor attention was dem anded in the 
cooking cf the fo«d and the procuring 
of better w ater. Dead anim als and offal 
wore baried, and more stringent sani­ 
tary regulfctwtis were eeforced through­ 
out the entire command. 
W hat wus most dktresring a t this 
tim e was the condition of affairs at tho 
extrem e front. No one who did not w it­

The bicycle is now employed to aid 
the pious B u d d h k t iu praying with 
greater ease, but yet, as he hopes, w ith 
great effect. 
It is frt iu the ingenious 
and enterprising country of Jap an that 
this new departure is reported. 
The Buddhist has always done hi* 
praying w ith the assistance of a wheel. 
The prayets are placed inside the wheel, 
w hich turns round, following the di­ 
rection of the sun, and delivers up to 
heaven the prayers of the ow ner, or of 
all whose thoughts are fixed upon it. 
Berne enormous w heels aro capable of 
praying for thousands of people. 
This 
mode of worship may m ln som ewhat 
irresponsible to w estirn people, but tb© 
Buddhist, who is g subtle reasoner, 
w ould L»e ubla to explain why it is sat­ 
isfactory. 
In various parts of the vast territory 
in which the Buddhist faith is held 
different m otive powers ure used in 
t^icse jiraytT wheels. Somo bum ble per­ 
çons turp tl)0 w heel bv baud, but not 
j c»nJ help it. 
u u 
hills of 
Ttibet, 
a great stronghold of 
pure 
Buddhism , the wheels are usually tu 
built that the w ind turns tluvn. In oth­ 
er places they are moved by w ater pow­ 
er. 
B ut it is obvious that wind m ust fail 
occasionally and th a t this may happen 
when the B uddhist is particularly iu 
need of copious prayer. 
Water power, 
too, is often lacking. 
i?o the'ingenious Jap now attaches a 
sm all prayer wheel to the bub of his 
bicycle, and when he takes a ride be 
combines worship w ith recreation. 
By 
giving a glance at his pedometer he can 
tell just how much praying he has done. 
He can also keep an accurate daily rec­ 
ord, which w ill enable him to tell after 
a num ber of years just how m uch pray­ 
er stands to his credit. 
In th is way 
Buddhism sei rus to have given a zest 
to bicycling w hich no other religim 
can supply.— New York Journal.

THE LAW 18 VERY OLEAR. 


The anti romovalistB, contraiy t i the 


law and the decision of the supreme 
court, continue to assert that Jackson 
township will not pay for the construc­ 
tion of the court house and jail in the 


event the county seat should b l changed 
to Seymour, 
The law is very clear on 
this ijuestion as any reasonable man 
must admit after reading section 22 of 


the law itself. 
The supreme court has 
held the law good and makes this point 
very clear, indeed. 
The law expressly 
provides that “the relocation oi the 
county seat under the provision of this 


act, and the building of new county 
buildings beaause of such relocation, 
.md the charges, expenses and liabili­ 
ties consequent thereon, shall not, in 
whole or in part, become a charge 
on 
said county, nor shall said county ab­ 
sume any liability therefor, but the 
whole shall be paid by the township of 
said county in which said county seat 
is relocated.’* 
This section 22 further 
provides that not a record or a file of 
the county shall be moved to the new 
county seat by the commissioners until 
the court house and jail shall have 
been completed by the township, and 
turned over to the county free from any 
arid all mortgages, mechanic or other 
liens. 
This makes it very clear that 
the taxpayers outside of Jackson tow n­ 
ship do not become in any way liable 
for any part of the expense of removal 
of the county seat. 
Every fair minded
